No. li7-(e)-J, dated the 81st July 1949, the Centtnl Government is pleased to 
direct that the power to make orders conferred on it by sub-section (1) of sec- 
tion 3 of the said Act to provide for the matters specified in sub-section (2) there- 
of shall, in relation to foolstuffs, including gram, sugar and gur, but excluding 
(i) other pulses (ii) edible oils and (iii) edible oil seeds, he exereisab'o also by the 
Chief Commissioner of Rampur. 

Provided that.— 

(a) before making any order refilling in any matte specified in clauses 

(a), (fi), (c), (d), (i) and (g) of the said sub-section (2), the Chief 
Commissioner shall obtain the concurrence of the Central Gov- 
ernment; 

(b) no order made in the exercise of the aforesaid powers shnll have effect 

so as to nrohibit or restrict the export, from any place in llampur 
to any place outside India, of any articles or things.

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Essential bupphes (Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (XXIV of 1946), the Central

cotton seed;

At some future date, 


3 No person hhall, after the 4th November, 1949, enter into qmy forward 
couti net except Ihe following contracts, namely: — 

( I Forum A contracts of specific qualities or types and for specific delivery 
at a specified price, delivery orders, railway receipts or bills of 
Jading against which contracts are not transferable to third parties; 

( ,) Conti acts for the delivery at some future date of cotton seeds to 
Government or any authorised officer oL Government; and 

(m) Contracts which the Central Government may, by notification in tbo 
official Gazette, exclude from the provisions of this Order. 

4. d) Every forward contract outstanding at the close of business on the date 
specified in clause |3 shall he deemed to be closed out tit the market rate appli- 
cable to the contract at the close of business on the said date L'or cotton sfeed 

(2) All difh fences arising out ot any contract so deemed to bo dosed out 
shall be payable oil the basis ot the market rate ns aforesaid and the seller shall 
not be hound to give delivery and the buyer shall not he bound to take delivery. 

(3) Payment of all differences legally due Irom a member of an association to 
another member ot such association in respect of any forward contract closed 
out under this clause shall be made to the clearing house of the association and 
for the purposes of calculating such differences, the market rate referred to in 
sub-clause (1) shall be deemed to he the settlement rate fixed by the association 
under its bye-laws or other regulations which shall for the relevant purpose 
continue to have effect subject to the provisions of this Order.
